Whether given by God or not, it 


lias been assumed by tho Suite, nnd you nro 
tho instruments by which it icuks to exercise 
this high prerogative. True it is, that though 
nono lew thnn God 'can give tho breath of life", 
j-et man, frail, feeble, iliort-siglildd tuun, has 
assumed tho^owor to take it away! 


This caso in one of tho utmost consequence, 


of more moment than any other upon which 
you can be called to dccidti. Tho prosecutor, 
representing thu State, demands at your hands 
tho life of a fellow being 1 This right is based 
U|>on public policy, that which, for tho safety 
at «11, demands that one who has luketi life, 
shall ntono for it with his own. 


This prosecution has been strenuously urg- 


ed. I havo never witnessed thuaiimo r.eal, the 


• «amo vigor, and J may say tho same ability 


on tho part of n publiu prosecution, as I havo 
flconinlhitf. Why is this? It is always right 
that criino should bo punished. Yet lliu the- 
ory of tho law is, that thu prosecwtor it a- 
tiiucb counsel for tho priitoner as for tho Slate ! 
.1'ho Stalo never desires lifo. Yut in this cusc 
a most extraordinary vigor lias been manifest- 
ed, to press it through and ohtniii a conviction.

If tho prosecution desires an cxamphi, if thu

iublio safety requires it, let him find some- 
wdy chio than tho defendant— I might sny, 
let him oiler hiunelf as n sacrifice, but I for- 
bear, for none of us could nfl'urd to lose him. 


Hut I do object that you nlmll bu appealed 


to by such considerations as those I havo men- 
tioned. I object to tho course of thu Slierill 
nnd his aid*, nnd moru particularly lo that ol 
I'ngo. I do not charge them with intending 
lo do wrong, or lo violate their duly. Hut I 
do think it tho duty of ofliccrH, in n matter ol 
this kind, to survey tho whole ground, to look 
nt both niilcs, to endeavor to get nt, not only 
tho truth, but tho whole truth, whether n 
makes for tho State or for the defendant.-— 
You havo never hoard of their looking for 
nny testimony for tho prisoner, but they havu 
been unwearied in hunting for 'evidence lo 


. conviot him. I hope hereafter (hut every odi- 


cer will Uy aside nil prejudice nnd bring for- 
ward all tho testimony, whether it makes for 
or against the prisoner. .And with tlmt idight 
ntncndmunt in the olllcinl conduct of Shuriu" 
Page, I, and I doubt not nil, would like to join

This is an indictment for murder, nnd ] 


need not tell you that tho only question ist 
whether tho defendant did, on tlio <tth diiy of 
May last, by-blows, as set forth in tho indict- 
ment, commit the crimp of murder on Duvid 
Kos.1^ Tho simple issue H, guilty or not guilty. 


It is not protended that the defendant can

Mr. Arnold here read from Bcston'Tre 


sumptions and Starkie on Evidence, as to the 
nature '• of circumstantial evidence and thu 
rules by which it is to bo considered, nnd 
dwelt strongly on tho point, that if there is 
one circumstance cutablished by the testimony 
which is inconsistent with tho hypothesis ot 
tho defendant's guilt; no matter how strong 
tho remaining circumstances may be, yet a 
conviction cannot tako . place. Ho said the 
general rules Iiiid down in reference to tha 
kind of testimony wero nxccedingly rigid, 
and yet th>> history of crime showed thnt ma- 
ny innocent men had been convicted upon 
circumstantial testimony, and often where the 
circumstances nucrn'd almost conclusive ngains 
them. ^Theso facts showed that the nature o 
thnt evidence was inferior, -and unreliable 
mid cautioned (hem *to bo morally certain be 
foro they deprived a fellow.being of life. It was 
tho maxim of thu law that it was butter tha 
ninely-ninu guilty men nhould eicapo than 
that one innocent man should sulfur.

that he though! it was butter that all the guil< 
ty should escape thtn that ouu who wa* inno 
cent should perish 1 'And that he nover would 
convict on circumstantial evidence alone.
